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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 4-10, 14 and 15 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim can not depend from any other 
multiple dependent claim and a multiple dependent claim must depend only in an 
alternative form. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4 - 10, 14 and 15 
have not been further treated on the merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 - 3 and 1 1 - 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Vaughn, IV (US 4,977,422). 

Vaughn, IV has an apparatus for washing substances from a coated surface of a 
material PSM. The apparatus may have a horizontal or inclined surface, see Figs. 2 
and 4. Inlet is provided for entrance of processing liquids 7 through hoses 30. A mesh 
assembly provides full contact pressure to the material PSM in each processing station.

The mesh provides an inherent textured surface. The mesh assembly comprises a 
flexible plastic sheet 17.

Long (US 5,357,305) is a photosensitive processing apparatus 
having a pressure member, plates 28, in full contact with the photosensitive material.
